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Applicant argues that prior art of record does not teach "SMBus message handler" and further a memory storing "microcode'* 

With respect to above arguments, Examiner disagrees/^ terms of prior art teaching Universal Serial Bus controller as oppose to 
Applicant's System Management Bus controller, it is the position of the Examiner that as claimed, the body of claim is not limited to 
SMBus specifications alone. Applicant argues that USB bus is entirely different than a SMBus which the examiner agrees (although both 
are serial buses), however it should be noted that no part of the limitation requires a SMBus to actually be connected to the SMBus 
message handler or controller. Therefore until the said element is coupled to the said handler. "SMBus message handler" simply a 
controller or "handler" having a memory, interface to a register, instruction fetch unit and a finite state machine. 

With respect to argument on 'Microcode', Examiner disagrees. Applicant seems to agree on the fact presented by the Examiner that a 
high level language compiled eventually results into microcode. However, Applicant argues that since Luke teaches nothing on CPU using 
microcode, therefore, it must follow that Luke fails to teach or suggest "a memory configured to store microcode." This reasoning is 
flawed because it should be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that most (if not all) CPUs would in fact require code to be in form of 
microinstructions to be able to process the instructions. It is HIGHLY unlikely that Applicant would find an everyday used CPU which 
would be used in system such a controller to process instructions without the code being presented in microcode format (either directly or 
via compiling a higher level language).
